Panhandler gets bums rush 

Somerset man had $300, gift cards before being kicked out of town

Walmart is planning significant 
changes for its Lawrenceburg store 
this summer — changes that will 
almost certainly make most shop¬ 
pers happy. 

Store manager Kim Darland con¬ 
firmed last week that Walmart will 
install eight self checkout lines this 
August, along with bringing back 
two popular items: guns and fabric. 

The checkout lanes are designed 
to allow shoppers to cash out on 
their own by scanning items, bag¬ 
ging them and paying without a 
cashier. 

Guns and fabric, which were 
sold in the old Walmart in West 
Park Plaza, were not included 
when the store’s current location 
on US 127 Bypass opened in 2006. 

All are items customers have 
clamored for ever since, and Wal- 
mart has heard those concerns. 

“This is due to the overwhelm¬ 
ing interest of our customers,” 
Darland said. “Walmart has decided 
to return the products that our 
faithful customers are really inter¬ 
ested in and want to buy in their 
Walmart.” 

Darland said it’s a sign that the 
store is hearing customers’ con¬ 
cerns and acting on them. 

“Walmart tries new things and 
sometimes they do not work. It did 
not work for our customers when 
they removed these items, so they 
listened to us and are bringing 
them back in.” 

The improvements coincide 
with the store’s 30th anniversary in

Valentine’s Day proved anything 
but sweet for a man the Lawrence¬ 
burg Police Depart¬ 
ment tossed out of 
town following a pan¬ 
handling complaint. 

Police say Jeffrey 
A. Polston, 32, of 299 
Foxhaven Dr., Somerset 
had approximately 
$300 in cash along with 
various gift cards when 
they responded to a 
complaint about him panhandling on 
US 127 Bypass near the entrance to 


Kroger on Feb. 14. 

“Polston was standing at the 
entrance holding a sign stating that 
he needed financial assistance and 
was asking random people for any¬ 
thing that he could receive for free, 
including cash,” officer Jeremy Cor¬ 
nish wrote in a response report. 

Cornish, who was assisted by offi¬ 
cer Josh Satterly, said Polston is one of 
several panhandlers from the Somer¬ 
set area the department has had con¬ 
tact with in recent months. 

Cornish said he told Polston that 
he could no longer conduct this type

A Lassie’ story with a twist 

Labrador leads animal control officers to another dog trapped in cistern

Zeke knew he had to save his part¬ 
ner-in-crime, Snickers. 

Trapped in a cold cistern on Haw¬ 
thorne Lane with no way out, Snick¬ 
ers needed help. 

And Zeke, a large Labrador mix, 
went to find it. 

“It’s a Lassie story,” Snickers’ owner 
Millie McAnly said, remembering the 
Jan. 22 incident. 

Much like the famous collie’s 


television rescues, Zeke attempted 
to attract the attention of a property 
owner on Hawthorne Lane, according 
to Anderson County animal control 
officers. 

The woman thought Zeke was 
hungry, so she put out food for him. 

But Zeke ignored it, trying to get 
the woman to follow him to Snickers. 

Uncertain about what Zeke want¬ 
ed, the woman laid down a blanket on

Child-tying suspects want change of venue for trial 


Lawyers question if people here can fairly hear case

Saying that he’s con¬ 
cerned about the amount 
of publicity the case has 
received, the attorney for 
one of the three people 


charged with tying up a 
3-year-old girl for up to 16 
hours each day requested 
their pending trial be 
moved out of Anderson 
County. 

Public defender Scott 


Getsinger filed a motion for 
a change of venue Tuesday 
morning in court. He told 
Circuit Judge Charles Hick¬ 
man that he is concerned 
about a fair trial. 

“There’s been a lot of 
publicity,” he said. “I’m 
not sure the people of this 
county can [fairly] hear this 


case. 

Getsinger is represent¬ 
ing the 3-year-old’s mother, 
Rebecca Medley. The girl’s 
step-father, Herbert Medley, 
and grandmother, Carolyn 
Case, each have separate 
public defenders in the case.

Search for 
suspected 
bridge 
jumper 
continues 

Victim's family notified 
but name not released

The search for a man who 
authorities think jumped from 
the bridge in Tyrone on Monday 
continued Tuesday afternoon. 

The man’s name has not yet 
been released. 

The search began Monday 
morning after the man’s vehicle 
was found parked on the Wood¬ 
ford County side of the bridge. 

Authorities at the scene said 
that and other evidence led them 
to believe that the man may have 
leaped off the bridge in what is 
being considered a suicide. 

“Evidence found inside the 
car gives us reason to believe 
someone may have jumped,” said 
Lt. Daniel Clark of the Versailles 
Police Department, the agency in 
charge of the investigation. 

Clark said the unidentified 
man’s family has been contacted, 
and that as of Monday night it 
was certain exactly what had 
happened. 

On Monday, members of the 
Anderson County EMS and fire 
departments were helping in the 
search, which included the use of 
sonar-equipped boats that spent 
hours combing the depth and 
banks of the Kentucky River. 

That search continued into 
Tuesday and, as of press time, no 
body had been recovered. 

“We have people from all over 
the area looking,” said Clark, 
“including from Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife.”

the cold January ground for the barking 
Labrador. 

But Zeke had no interest in lying 
down. 

Eventually, the property owner called 
Anderson County animal control officers 
Jason Chesser and Shawn Bast. 

And finally, Zeke’s persistence paid 
off after the dog led Chesser and Bast to 
Snickers. 

“Zeke did not leave her,” Millie, who 
estimated that Snickers may have been 
stuck in the cistern for as long as a day 
and a half, said. “He stayed by that cis¬ 
tern.” 

Zeke and Snickers are inseparable, she 
said, much like their respective owners 
Johnny Benningfield and Doug McAnly. 

Johnny and Doug have been best 
friends since kindergarten. The two men, 
and their wives Millie McAnly and Kelia 
Benningfield, live as next door neighbors 
on a farm near the Anderson and Mercer 
County line on Clay Lick Church Road. 

One of eight dogs owned by the 
McAnly family, Snickers often wanders 
over the Benningfield’s side of the farm 
to hang out with the Benningfield’s three 
dogs. 

“They were big buddies for a long 
time, they were partners in crime,” Doug 
said of Zeke and Snickers in a phone 
interview last Thursday 

So when Snickers didn’t come back to 
the McAnly house for food around Jan. 

20, Millie’s first call was to Kelia Benning¬ 
field. 

Out of all the dogs, Snickers has tend¬ 
ed to be one of Millie’s favorites, she said. 
Snickers is a sweet dog, and not prone to 
running off without at least coming back 
to eat, Millie said. 

“They’re [the Benningfields] the first 
people called when we noticed Snickers 
wasn’t here,” Millie said. 

But Zeke was missing too, Kelia Ben¬ 
ningfield said. 

The Benningfields and McAnlys guess 
the dogs left together, with Zeke and 
Snickers wandering up to Hawthorne 
Lane about a mile and a half from the 
farm until Snickers fell into the cistern. 

“We just never dreamed that they 
would take off that far,” Kelia said of the 
dogs. 

Both the Benningfields and McAnlys 
said they spent the better part of that 
week looking and calling for their pets. 

Millie said she was especially con¬ 
cerned because of the freezing tempera¬ 
tures that affected the county at the end 
of January. 

“We kind of exhausted everything,” 
she said of their search for the dogs. 

Then Johnny Benningfield got in 
touch with Anderson County animal 
control and asked if they had a dog that 
fit Zeke’s description — a black and choc¬ 
olate Labrador mix. 

Animal Control said they did. 

And they had a story to tell. 

“All of our dogs are protective of our 
home and our kids and of us, especially 
my husband,” Kelia said. “They’re very 
loyal. But we were very surprised that 


[Zeke] would know to go to strangers and 
try to get help. 

“I guess it’s just his protective nature, 
and Snickers was with him every day. He 
knew he couldn’t go off and leave her.” 

Other than not being able to walk 
right away after being fished out of the 
cistern, Snickers did not sustain any inju¬ 
ries. It took a couple of days for Snickers 
to work the soreness out of her muscles 
from being stuck in the hole, Millie said, 
but then she was back to normal. 

With one change: Snickers’ electronic 
dog collar was replaced by a new, func¬ 
tioning one. 

Zeke was also unharmed after his 
adventure away from home. 

Kelia said she’d love to know who the 
Hawthorne Lane property owner was 
that called animal control, to thank her 
for helping find Zeke and Snickers. 

“He was just happy to be home, he was 


out running in the yard, running, run¬ 
ning, running,” Kelia said of Zeke.

of activity in Law- 
renceburg and that if it 
continued or he came 
back, there is a chance 
he could be cited or 
arrested. 

Cornish said a records 
search showed that Pol- 
ston had an outstanding 
warrant for his arrest 
out of South Carolina on 
a panhandling charge, 
but South Carolina 
declined to extradite 
him on that charge. 

County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis said 
there is a county ordi¬ 
nance that prevents 
anyone from solicit¬ 
ing cash contributions 
without a permit, which 
is free and available 
through the judge-exec¬ 
utive’s office on Main 
Street. 

“We did that because 
it became really ram¬ 
pant around 2005,” she 
said. “We didn’t want 
to stop groups like the 
Shriners or fire depart¬ 
ments, but we also didn’t 
want people to feel 
uncomfortable.” 

Lewis said people 
often don’t know how 
to deal with someone 
panhandling alongside 
a road and asking for 
help, so they simply give 
them money. 

“My advice is to 
never give them cash,” 
said Lewis. “If someone 
is asking for food, my 
advice is to pick up some 
food and take it back to 
them. 

“My husband and I 
have done that several 
times where we’ll just 
go through a drive-thru, 
get something and take 
it back.” 

Lewis said she also 
knows of instances 
where people will hold 
up signs begging for 
food for hungry chil¬ 
dren, adding that in 
cases like that it’s best to 
call social services and 
try to get those people 
the help they need. 

“There are countless 
organizations, includ¬ 
ing churches, that are 
able to help in situations 
like that and are always 
willing to lend a hand,” 
she said.

Hickman set a hearing 
for March 5 to consider the 
change of venue request 
along with motions made by 
other attorneys. 

Tuesday morning’s hearing 
was supposed to be the final 
one before Monday’s trial 
began. 

All three previously plead¬ 
ed not guilty to the charge, 
which was brought against 
them last September follow¬ 
ing an investigation by the 
Kentucky State Police and 


social services. 

The charge stems from 
a state police 
investigation 
during which 
Case reportedly 
told troopers 
that the 3-year- 
old was tied to 
her bed from 
8 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
each day 

She also acknowledged 
that the child was also tied to 
the bed for a two-hour nap, 
and spent an additional four 
hours tied up for discipline, 
according to the documents. 
She was also tied up to a 
booster seat in a kitchen chair 


for up to an hour a day for 
discipline. 

The child 
was tied up 
with a curtain 
sash by lacing 
it through the 
arm holes in 
her shirt and 
behind her 
back. It was 
then fastened 
to the bed 
using a large horse collar 
safety pin, according to court 
documents. The sash was also 
used to tie her to a kitchen 
chair. 

Case, the grandmother, told 
investigating troopers with 


the Kentucky State Police 
that the girl “spent more time 
tied up than 
free,” according 
to documents. 

Case also told 
investigators 
that she was 
tied up because 
she was “get¬ 
ting out of bed 
and getting into 
things,” and 
that she was trying to “get out 
of the residence when every¬ 
one was asleep.” 

Case added that the girl’s 
mother, Rebecca Medley, 
“would tie [the girl] up very 
tightly and that [her] move¬ 


ment was very impaired and 
she was not able to escape.” 

The girl was being tied up 
from June 1 through Aug. 3, 
when a child protective ser¬ 
vices worker alerted the state 
police. 

Herbert Medley told police 
he knew about the girl being 
tied up but “felt he could not 
tell anyone because Case had 
threatened to kick them out 
of the residence.” 

He said that Case started 
the practice and showed his 
wife how to do it.

Lawrenceburg. A far cry 
from yet becoming the 
world’s largest retailer, 
Walmart stores at that 
time were relatively 
small and were located 
in just 15 mostly south¬ 
ern states. 

The 35,000 square- 
foot store here opened in 
1983 with a fair amount 
of public interest. An 
article in The Anderson 
News announcing the 
store’s opening included 
a quote from the store’s 
iconic founder, the late 
Sam Walton. 

“We would like to 
express our enthusiasm 
of our company’s entry 
into Lawrenceburg,” 
Walton was quoted as 
saying. 

“The addition of a 
new store is always 
exciting and we want 
you to know how very 
proud we are to be a 


part of your county and 
state.” 

The newspaper 
reported that the 
original store opened 
as a “flip store” because 
its merchandise was 
arranged opposite to the 
majority of the chain’s 
facilities at that time. 

The reason, company 
officials said, was to 


accommodate future 
expansion, if needed. 

That wasn’t all that 
was different about the 
store, when compared to 
today’s Walmart stores 
that feature nearly 
every conceivable elec¬ 
tronic gadget and device. 

Not only did the store 
have only 70 employees, 
the newspaper reported 


that it would feature 
“small transistor radios.’ 

When its current 
store opened in 2006, 
employment swelled 
to around 250 and hun¬ 
dreds of eager shoppers 
gathered in the store’s 
parking lot waiting 
for the doors to open. 
That event included 
a number of special 


guests, including a per¬ 
formance by the high 
school’s marching band 
and an appearance by 
“Kentucky Joe,” a Ken¬ 
tuckian who rose to 
fame during the second 
season of the “Survivor” 
television show.

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Zoners want opt out for historic district residents 


Next steps for the historic district 

Following Planning and Zoning's positive recommendation, the proposed 
plan to create a Lawrenceburg historic district will now go to the city coun¬ 
cil. According to the city's historic district ordinance, the council has 60 days 
to review the Planning and Zoning recommendation before it makes a final 
vote on establishing a historic district within the city limits. 

The ultimate decision on whether boundaries could be or should be modified 
is up to the city council, according to City Attorney Robert Myles. 

No information has been released regarding if the historic district recom¬ 
mendation will be on the agenda for the next regularly scheduled council 
meeting March 11, or the council's April 8 meeting. 


Properties included in proposed historic district 

The potential historic district includes the following property boundaries: 

• All properties fronting Main street, starting on the west side of North Main 
Street at 215 North Main, and starting on the east side of North Main Street 
at 126 North Main (Early Childhood Center) and following Main Street in a 
southerly direction and ending on the east side of South Main at Bond and 
Lillard Road and on the west side of South Main at Carlton Drive. 

• All properties fronting East Woodford Street, beginning at the intersection of 
Woodford Street and Main and running east to the railroad crossing. 

• All properties fronting East Court Street, beginning at the intersection of 
Court Street and Main and running east to the railroad crossing. 

• All properties fronting College Street. 


Final decision 
now lies with 
city council

The Planning and 
Zoning Commission said 
yes to creating a historic 
district in the city of 
Lawrenceburg. 

With one notable and 
additional recommenda¬ 
tion: the inclusion of a 
zoning category with an 
“opt out” provision for 
property owners. 

The commission 
voted unanimously last 
Tuesday night to recom¬ 
mend the establishment 
of a historic district in 
the city, but with a con¬ 
dition for the council 
to consider creating a 
zoning category to give 
an option to property 
owners who do not want 
to be in the historic dis¬ 
trict. 

Currently, no such 
zoning category exists in 
the zoning ordinance. 

The proposed historic 
district will affect about 


172 city properties, 
according to documents 
provided by the historic 
district commission to 
Planning and Zoning. 

Planning and Zon¬ 
ing vice chairman Jody 
Hughes said the historic 
district would overall 
be a positive thing, but 
he still wants to protect 
those individuals that 
may not want to partici¬ 
pate. 

“A lot of historical 
sites in that parameter 
we’re talking about, 
they qualify to be an 
historical site, and 
would qualify for fund¬ 
ing, if it’s available, tax 
credits,” Hughes said, 
“but I don’t want to bur¬ 
den an individual that 
doesn’t want to play the 
game.” 

“If an individual 
doesn’t want to play, 
they shouldn’t be forced 
to play.” 

Planning and Zoning 
member Gary Mclnturf, 
who made the first 
motion on the recom¬ 
mendation, agreed on 
including the opt out 
provision in the zoning 
category 

“The people who 


want to be in it can be 
in it, and the people who 
want to be out can be 
out,” Mclnturf said. 

Planning and Zoning 
members Bryan Broth¬ 
ers and Freddy Carter 
were absent from the 
Feb. 12 meeting. 

In its recommenda¬ 
tion motion, the Plan¬ 
ning and Zoning board 
also said it “makes no 
position on boundar¬ 
ies,” meaning the board 
chose not to provide 
specific boundary rec¬ 
ommendations to the 
council. 

According to the city 
ordinance detailing the 
process of creating a his¬ 
toric district, the Plan¬ 
ning and Zoning board, 
along with forwarding 
its recommendation to 


the council, needed to 
also include a Compre¬ 
hensive Plan amend¬ 
ment and a zoning map 
change. 

The board only sent 
its yes recommenda¬ 
tion — not the amend¬ 
ment or the zoning map 
change. 

According to Direc¬ 
tor of the Regional 
Planning Council with 
Bluegrass Area District 
Development Dal Harp¬ 
er, Planning and Zoning 
must hold a public hear¬ 
ing and take direct, pub¬ 
lic testimony in order to 
make an amendment to 
the Comprehensive Plan 
or to complete a zoning 
map change. 

“It would be difficult 
for any planning com¬ 
mission to make such as 


decision [on boundaries] 
without taking direct 
testimony,” Harper said 
during last Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

If a historic district 
were established, every 
property owner in 
charge of a designated 
historic property would 
need to keep all exterior 
portions of the property 
in good repair, according 
to the city ordinance on 
the historic district. 

Property owners with 
land, homes or business¬ 
es in the historic district 
are to apply for a certifi¬ 
cate from the commis¬ 
sion before undertaking 
new work on a historic 
property. 

The commission, 
according to city ordi¬ 


nance, has no author¬ 
ity to make property 
owners attend public 
hearings or evaluations 
by the historic commis¬ 
sion on the state of their 
properties, or to imple¬ 
ment the recommenda¬ 
tions of the commission. 

The historic district 
ordinance also states 
“any person violating 
any of the provisions 
of this chapter shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be fined not 
less than $50, nor more 
than $500 for each 
offense. Each day’s vio¬ 
lation shall constitute a 
separate offense.” 

No specific violations 
are listed in the 2006 
historic district ordi¬ 
nance.

‘Dangerous’ 
burglary suspect 
turns himself in 


Lopez suspected of breaking into 
homes in southern end of county

A man suspected in a 
string of home burglar¬ 
ies and described by 
police as “dangerous” 
turned 
himself 
last week 
following a 
four-county 
manhunt. 

James 
Lopez Jr. of 
Somerset 
was wanted 
on suspicion of at least 
two burglaries in south¬ 
ern Anderson County 
that occurred Feb. 7-8 
on Hawthorne Lane and 
Bonds Mill Road, accord¬ 
ing to Det. Bryan Taylor 
of the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

He was also suspected 
of burglaries in Mercer, 
Boyle and Casey coun¬ 
ties, Taylor said. 

“He’s dangerous,” 
Taylor said last week 


when issuing a warning 
to Anderson County resi¬ 
dents near the Mercer 
County line. “Citizens in 
the southern end of the 
county need to be on 
extra-high alert for this 
guy and keep their valu¬ 
ables stored away.” 

Lopez, who previ¬ 
ously served prison time 
for burglary, allegedly 
stole cash, jewelry and 
prescription narcotics. 
Taylor said Lopez is sus¬ 
pected of knocking on 
doors and, when no one 
answered, kicking them 
in to gain entry 

Lopez turned himself 
into police last Friday 
in Somerset. Taylor said 
Lopez was uncooperative 
when he interviewed 
him that day. 

It remains unclear 
what charges Lopez will 
face in the Anderson 
County burglaries.

Reverse foolish 
federal policy 
on industrial hemp 

Sheriff, judge-executive support changing law 

C ount me among those who wish the federal government 
would for once listen to Sen. Rand Paul and lift its ridicu¬ 
lous prohibition on industrial hemp. 

Count, too, our sheriff and judge-executive, both 
of whom have climbed on the hemp bandwagon 
based on the opportunities it provides for jobs and 
industry. 

All of Kentucky is buzzing on hemp, although 
not the way you might think. Unlike its ugly sister 
marijuana, hemp is the none-dopey version of the 
plant that can be used for everything from shingles 
to clothing to oil, plus it doesn’t get people stoned. Ben

straight Americans began to view the plant’s five- _ 

pointed leaf as negatively as long-haired young men 
dodging the draft and young liberated women burn¬ 
ing their bras. 

When the state’s hemp commission turned up the heat on the 
topic earlier this year, I asked Sheriff Troy Young — a 25-year 
DARE veteran — for his take on the possibility of legalizing 
industrial hemp. 

“I’m for it,” Young said. “If it’s good for our farmers, then why 
not? Our farmers are struggling right now and if everything I’m 
being told about hemp is true, I don’t see a problem with it.” 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway said industrial hemp 
would be welcome in Anderson County. 

“I’m all in favor of it,” said Conway. “It could create jobs right 
here, and we have a perfect centralized location for it as well as 
a hemp processing plant.” 

Industrial hemp has been met with stiff resistance in some 
corners of the law enforcement universe for fear that marijuana 
growers would be able to hide their illegal plants in legal hemp 
fields. 

Hide them, yes, but not many stoners are eager to light up 
what would amount to bunk weed after their marijuana plants 
cross-pollinate and are ruined by the hemp plants. 

In fact, marijuana plants grown within a mile of large hemp 
fields would likely be ruined. 

For his part, Sen. Paul has been singing hemp’s praises for sev¬ 
eral years, and has a staunch ally in state agriculture commis¬ 
sioner James Comer. Both want the product to be legally grown 
in Kentucky, which is perfectly situated in terms of climate and 
soil. 

“Let me share an example of the economic potential for 
industrial hemp,” Paul wrote in a recent Wall Street Journal col¬ 
umn. 

“Dr. Bronner’s Magic Soaps is based in California and sells 
products made from hemp plants. David Bonner, the company’s 
CEO, says it grossed over $50 million in sales this past year. But 
since the production of industrial hemp is outlawed in America, 
the company must import 100 percent of the hemp used in their 
products from other countries. 

“They send hundreds of thousands of U.S. dollars every year 
to other countries because American farmers are not allowed to 
grow this plant. The U.S. is the only industrialized nation in the 
world that does not allow the legal growth of hemp.” 

Anderson County, which almost certainly produced hemp 
before it was outlawed by the federal government, is a prime 
location for both fields and factory. 

Once a bastion of the golden leaf, Anderson County farmers 
now till but a fraction of the land that was once fitted each year 
for tobacco. 

According to Extension agent Tommy Yankey, farmers here 
tilled roughly 900 acres for tobacco in 1997. This past year they 
tilled just a third of that amount of land, leaving plenty of room 
for fields here and across the state fitted with industrial hemp. 

As Conway pointed out, with our proximity to major high¬ 
ways, rail and water, Anderson County is also a perfect central¬ 
ized location for a processing plant, which would benefit many 
more than just local farmers. 

It’s time for the federal government to get out of the way on 
this issue and allow Kentuckians to once again prosper with a 
product that would be beneficial for the entire nation.

Hemp law makes headway 


H emp production in 
Kentucky may soon 
become more than a 
pipe dream. 

Back in Novem¬ 
ber 2011,1 wrote 
a column about 
industrial hemp 
as a source of bio¬ 
fuel. 

Now in 2013, 
industrial hemp 
is fueling conver¬ 
sations from the 
state senate to FFA 
debates at Ander¬ 
son County High 
School. 

Last Monday the state sen¬ 
ate passed Senate Bill 50 to 
allow the licensing and of 
hemp growers, should the state 
eventually receive a waiver 
from the federal government 
to produce industrial hemp. 

As I said in that column a 
year ago, hemp production 
isn’t a new idea; it was incred¬ 
ibly popular in Kentucky prior 
to being banned in 1937. 

According to a Congressio¬ 
nal Research Service report on 
hemp from December 2012, 

U.S. hemp production hit its 
peak of 150 million pounds of 
hemp in 1943. 

Today, farmers may be pro¬ 
ducing industrial hemp to the 
meet the demands for fuel, 
clothing, construction materi¬ 
als, beauty and health supple¬ 


ments, and food. 

According to the Congres¬ 
sional Research Service report, 
nine states have legalized 
the cultivation and research 
of industrial hemp: Hawaii, 
Maine, Maryland, West Vir¬ 
ginia, Montana, North Dakota, 
Oregon, Vermont and last, but 
not least, Kentucky. 

Kentucky’s Senate Bill 50 
would provide yearly licenses 
to farmers who commit to 
growing at least 10 acres of 
hemp. 

Those farmers would need 
to submit to a criminal his¬ 
tory check, and be subject to 
regular monitoring by the 
Kentucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture and random testing 
of hemp fields for THC (the 
mood-altering chemical found 
in marijuana) levels. 

That doesn’t mean farmers 
are permitted to grow hemp 
just yet. 

According to the December 
2012 report, farmers thinking 
about growing hemp must 
get permission from the Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
in order to produce the crop, or 
they face federal charges and 
property confiscation. 

Even if they possess a state- 
issued license, the buck stops 
with the DEA. 

Currently, the federal gov-

Kwaku Addo, Ph.D., 
is an associate professor

Department. He is a cereal 
chemist who develops 
new food products and 
studies enzyme catalyzed 
wheat-muscle protein 
interactions. His research 
on wheat protein pro¬ 
vided a way for Kentucky 
wheat farmers to market 
their wheat to the cracker 
industry. The protein in 
Kentucky wheat needed 
to increase to 8 percent in 
order to be acceptable to 
the cracker industry. Dr. 
Addo’s research resulted 
in farmers increasing 
nitrogen application to 
the fields, which had a 
corresponding increase 
in wheat protein. Did you 
know there was so much 
research behind a common 


product like crackers? 

Vanessa Jackson, Ph.D., 
teaches a graduate level 
class on rural retail devel¬ 
opment. Students partner 
with local business own¬ 
ers to help the owner 
strengthen his or her 
business plan. The goal 
is to enhance marketing 
and customer loyalty. The 
owner receives help devel¬ 
oping a marketing plan 
which may include a web¬ 
site and other enhance¬ 
ments to strengthen 
business viability in rural 
towns.

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Put taxing districts under control of fiscal courts 


moved to Kentucky 
in 2008 when the 
economy crashed. 

Our family decided that 
it was time for us to live 
by a budget in order to 
avoid our 
own fiscal 
cliff. 

Each of 
us puts our 
receipts into 
a jar. At the 
end of the 
month, we 
painstak¬ 
ingly open 
the lid and 
review each 
receipt to 
match our 
credit card statements, 
and to see how we are 
doing in meeting our 
budgeted expenses. 

By careful exami¬ 
nation, we discovered 
unauthorized charges. 
We also realized that 
certain months we had 
to spend less in order to 
stay within our budget. 

Planning for the 
future, and accounting 
for it today, is our reality. 

Families all across 
Kentucky have to do 
more with less. We are 


tightening our belts and 
so should government. 
Each of us needs to pres¬ 
sure our state legislators 
to do the right thing this 
session when it comes to 
special taxing districts. 
We need to wake up and 
notice that these little 
districts sure add up and 
cost us dearly in taxes. 
We pay $2.7 billion on 
special districts every 
year, and about $1.3 bil¬ 
lion more of our money 
is being held in reserves. 

Special districts spend 
more in taxes than coun¬ 
ty governments except 
in three counties. They 
provide special public 
services such as fire dis¬ 
tricts, libraries and roads. 

No elected official 
- not one - is directly 
responsible for approv¬ 
ing or overseeing this 
money. No elected offi¬ 
cial is responsible for 
approving special district 
budgets, debt load or tax 
rates. So, you see, this 
makes it really easy for 
elected officials to blame 
“someone else” for taxes. 

The current system 
was designed by elected 
officials to allow every 


elected official in the 
state to hide from tax 
increases. 

In America, we pride 
ourselves on having an 
elected government to 
represent our interests 
and make the hard deci¬ 
sions. We vote for people 
who deal with the tough 
issues. We need strong 
leaders who take a stand. 

Elected officials 
should be approving 
special districts budgets 
and tax rates, and they 
should be counting this 
money in a broader 
context for public plan¬ 
ning of scarce public 
resources. 

Good news is our state 
legislators seem to be 
making this a priority. 
They should consider 
the following solutions 
this session: 

Every county has a 
fiscal court judge who is 
in a position to approve 
special district budgets 
and tax rates. Fiscal 
courts approve the cre¬ 
ation of these districts; 
they should oversee 
them, too. It’s common 
sense. 

Special districts that 


don’t comply with finan¬ 
cial reporting require¬ 
ments or that have 
negative audit findings 
should be dissolved and 
revert to the county. 

Specific reserve funds 
should be set and any¬ 
thing over that refunded 
to the public. 

Special districts that 
are run by the county 
but file their financials 
separately from the 
county should be identi¬ 
fied in state law as spe¬ 
cial districts. Many argue 
they aren’t a special 
district so they are above 
the law. What are they 
hiding? 

State approval should 
be required before debt 
is incurred by special 
districts, or service terri¬ 
tories are extended. State 
elected officials should 
determine if taxpayer 
debt is in the public 
interest and whether 
there is a duplication of 
services before extend¬ 
ing districts. 

An annual list of 
average costs of special 
district services should 
be posted by the state 
so citizens and officials 


have context when con¬ 
sidering just and reason¬ 
able tax rates. 

Some officials might 
only be willing to 
approve the creation of a 
new statewide database 
of special districts. The 
creation of a database 
will not alone cure this 
problem. It can be a 
helpful tracking tool but 
if it is too costly or pres¬ 
ents misleading informa¬ 
tion to the public, it will 
make the problem we 
have worse. 

Politicians cannot del¬ 
egate regulatory author¬ 
ity to a database. A 
database is not going to 
ask the tough questions 
of special district board 
members in a public set¬ 
ting. A database is not 
going analyze or punish 
special district board 
members for negative 
findings in audit reports. 
A database is not going 
to approve rates. 

A database is not 
going to approve 
whether a special dis¬ 
trict should incur debt. 

A database is not going 
to recommend other 
sources of financing. 


A database is not 
going to reduce redun¬ 
dant or inefficient 
spending practices. 

If the database only 
shows whether special 
districts filed reports, it 
will not be helpful. 

It’s the substance of 
the reports that is essen¬ 
tial and elected officials 
need to be studying 
them, holding public 
meetings about them 
and making these docu¬ 
ments a part of the pub¬ 
lic record. 

Contact your legisla¬ 
tor. 

Ask that he or she 
muster up the cour¬ 
age to take the lid off 
of the jar to examine 
special district receipts 
before approving fur¬ 
ther expenses. Families 
all across Kentucky are 
doing some version of 
this, why can’t they?

A sports lesson the news 
media should learn 


T hat one little piece 
of journalistic advice 
offered on a hot 
August morning nearly 
28 years ago 
is still the one 
that drives 
my career as a 
sports journal¬ 
ist. 

I was attend¬ 
ing my first 
University of 
Kentucky Foot¬ 
ball Media Day 
gathering at 
Commonwealth 
Stadium. Look¬ 
ing for a chance 
to be known as 
a hot-shot writer, I made 
my way over to the best in 
the business: Cawood Led¬ 
ford. 

Extremely nervous talk¬ 
ing to the giant who would 
eventually call Wildcat 
games on the radio for 39 
years, I was undoubtedly 
conducted one of the worst 
interviews ever, but so true 
to his nature, Cawood was 
gracious. I also asked him 
how he balanced being a 
fan and being a journalist. 

His answer was simple, 
yet profound. I have shared 
it in print on several occa¬ 
sions. 

“You can’t be around a 
team and not want them 
to win, but you have to tell 
the truth.” 

The older I get, the more 
I realize that is almost a 
prerequisite for successful 
local sports journalism. 

You want the team to do 
well, but the journalist is 
still charged with telling 
the truth. 

I have pondered that 
early lesson quite a bit late¬ 
ly and wonder if many on 
the news side of journalism 
need to heed the words of 
one of all-time greats. 

“You can’t be around a 
team and not want them 
to win, but you have to tell 
the truth.” 

Never have I seen some 
journalistic standards more 
egregiously overlooked 
than last week following 
President Obama’s State of 
the Union speech. 

I did not get to watch 
most of the speech live as I 
was covering a high school 
basketball game. I got home 
in time to see about the 
last five minutes, but later 
found the entire text online 
and read word-for-word. 

What I did see live was 
the Republican response 
by Florida Senator Marco 
Rubio, who, among other 
things, shared his remark¬ 
able success story. So, yes, I 
saw the reply before read¬ 
ing Obama’s speech. Not 
that it really mattered. 

After all, Sen. Rubio had 
to take a sip of water. 

Repeat. The man’s 
mouth got dry and he took 
a sin of water. 


The next day, I saw com¬ 
mentary on CBS, ABC, CNN 
and Fox News. Some were 
even discussing whether 
a sip of water had killed 
Rubio’s chance at the 
White House in 2016. You 
have GOT to be kidding me. 

You might like Sen. 

Rubio or you might dis¬ 
agree with his stands. Hon¬ 
est debate is healthy for the 
country. But a sip of water 
even being news? 

(Full disclosure: I am 
a conservative Christian. 

My world view has been 
formed with that back¬ 
ground. I see no reason to 
change and am proud of 
that heritage. However, 

I am more than willing 
to discuss the issues with 
those who disagree, but 
that is for another day.) 

The question lingers. 
Why did the broadcast 
media seem to overlook 
some of the spurious claims 
in the President’s speech? 
Why was there precious 
little about his claim that 
businesses had created over 
6 million new jobs? Or that 
the federal deficit had been 
cut by $2.5 trillion? Or how 
about his claim of 500,000 
new manufacturing jobs? 

Thankfully, some other 
major news sources did 
their job. The Washington 
Post, never known as a 
bastion of conservatism, 
published rebuttals to some 
of the President’s claims, 
including some I listed, 
and rightly noted that he 
used some numbers that 
amounted to “cherry-pick¬ 
ing.” There were others. 

I might have missed it 
but saw relatively little 
analysis about the sub¬ 
stance of the State of the 
Union message in the 
powerful broadcast media. 
But had I watched enough, 

I might have known how 
many drops of water Sen. 
Rubio swallowed. 

The conservative Daily 
Caller claims MSNBC ran 
clips of Sen. Rubio taking 
a sip of water 155 times the 
following day, CNN 34 and 
Fox News 12. 

Really, who cares? 
Someone’s mouth got dry. 

It happens. Is that what we 
have become in the media? 
Is that what people want to 
know? 

Have we forgotten what 
is really important in the 
news? 

No wonder so many are 
frustrated with the nation¬ 
al media. 

Since they are human 
beings, it would be unrea¬ 
sonable to think a journal¬ 
ist cannot or will not have 
political preferences. 

But he still has to set 
that aside and tell the 
truth.

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ernment makes no distinction 
between hemp and marijuana. 
Technically speaking, it’s not 
illegal to grow hemp; it’s just 
illegal to grow the crop with¬ 
out a DEA permit. 

It will be extremely dif¬ 
ficult, therefore, without 
backing from the DEA and 
the federal government, for 
legislation on growing indus¬ 
trial hemp to go much of any¬ 
where in the future. 

There are other concerns, 
voiced by those on the side 
of law enforcement, who 
assert that permitting hemp 
production may also permit 
covert cultivation of mari¬ 
juana, despite the fact that 
pot’s desired potency is signifi¬ 
cantly reduced when cross- 
pollinated with hemp.

Dr. Easter established the 
Textile Testing Laboratory, 
supervises graduate research 
and serves as a consultant to 
the industry. 

The Textile Testing Labo¬ 
ratory provides contractual 
fee based services for the 
Association for Linen Man¬ 
agement (ALM) as well as the 
textile, apparel and appliance 
industries. ALM contracts 
research on hotel sheets, for 
durability. Research focuses 
on water hardness, tem¬ 
perature, detergent, bursting 
strength of sheets, pilling, 
brightness, etc. 

The Textile Testing 
Laboratory also tests thread 
count, fabric weight, tear 
strength, fiber content, soil 
release, whiteness index, 
chemical damage, chlorine 
retention, stain identification 
and removal, and surface 
abrasion. Tests are conducted

Anyway the planter costs 
about $180 and will last for 
20 years, requires no main¬ 
tenance to speak of and will 
give you 10 square feet of 
growing space. You can buy 
extensions to give you an 
additional 30 square feet. 

If you want to use some 
boards (2’ x 6”, 8”, 10”, or 12”) 
that you have in the shed 
to make your own raised 
bed, then you can make the 
project super easy by buy¬ 
ing Raised Bed Corners from 
Gardener’s Supply. They are 
made of powder-coated alu¬ 
minum with plastic top caps 
and all you do is slide the 
board ends down the little 
channels. It will take you less 


Besides law enforcement 
regulation, it’s still uncertain 
how much of a market exists 
for hemp, and how successful 
the United States would be 
in joining in a global market 
with countries like Canada, 
the European Union and 
China already fairly active in 
the hemp trade. 

According to the research 
report, some hemp industry 
representatives estimate that 
North American retail sales of 
hemp are more than $400 mil¬ 
lion a year, yet data estimates 
suggest the U.S. imports of raw 
hemp products was only $11.5 
million. 

And when it comes to 
Anderson County, industrial 
hemp could in fact grow on 
nearly any soil in Kentucky, 
Anderson County Extension 
agent Tommy Yankey said in 
an e-mail interview. 

Whether or not indus¬ 
trial hemp could compete for

So if you 
have ever wondered how a 
company can make claims 
about the efficiency of their 
products, this is where some 
of the research is conducted.

than 10 minutes to create. 

One concern regarding 
raised beds made of wood is 
what has been done to the 
wood. Cedar boards work best 
for raised beds. They have 
not been treated with any 
chemicals and have a natural 
repellent to insects. If you can 
find some old hardwood lum¬ 
ber from an old falling down 
barn, you could use that wood 
also. 

Cinder blocks can also be 
laid, end to end, to make a 
raised bed. For a more per¬ 
manent bed go ahead and 
make it a cemented, three 
tier structure. You won’t have 
to bend over as far, you have 
fewer blown in weed seeds 
and some critters won’t cross 
it. It also provides a great 
frame to attach a fence on 
top, if you need added protec¬ 
tion from bigger critters. 


Anderson County farmers’ 
attention and land use against 
the higher-return crop of corn 
or soybeans, Yankey said, is 
another matter. 

“The current thinking is 
that [industrial hemp] could 
fill a void in Eastern Kentucky 

counties and provide a 
source of income after the 
tobacco buyout shifted most 
of the tobacco production to 
central and western Kentucky 
counties,” Yankey said via 
e-mail. 

But it would take state 
funds to build an infrastruc¬ 
ture, Yankey said, as farmers 
would be reluctant to grow 
the crop without a guaranteed 
market. 

The House Agriculture 
Committee will be considering 
the industrial hemp measure 
in the next few weeks.

Fiscal court backs off killing business licenses 


Move would also 
do away with 
$1 million 
insurance tax

The Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court’s effort 
to rescind its decades-old 
business license tax has 
hit a $1 million snag. 

That’s the amount 
the fiscal court col¬ 
lects each year from its 
insurance premium tax, 
which is linked directly 
to the business license 
tax magistrates voted 
unanimously to kill two 


weeks ago. 

County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis said 
if one goes, the other 
goes right along with it, 
including the revenue 
they provide. 

“The business license 
ordinance is tied direct¬ 
ly to the insurance pre¬ 
mium tax,” she said. 

“Not only would the 
fiscal court lose the 
$70,000 the business 
license requirement 
provides, it would also 
lose the $1 million the 
insurance premium tax 
provides.” 

Further, Lewis said, it 
would create an unfair 
situation for insurance 
companies, which remit 
to the fiscal court 4 
percent of every insur¬ 


ance policy written for 
Anderson County resi¬ 
dents. 

“Doing away with the 
business license would 
mean that only one type 
of business — insurance 
— would be taxed, and 
that would violate the 
equal protection require¬ 
ments of the Constitu¬ 
tion,” she said. 

Monday’s revelation 
from Lewis was just 
the latest hiccup in 
the fiscal court’s ongo¬ 
ing struggle to fairly 
enforce its business 
license requirement. 

During a fiscal court 
meeting two weeks ago, 
Magistrate David Rug- 
gles railed against the 
requirement, saying it 
simply isn’t right to tax 


someone just because 
he or she wants to have 
a business in Anderson 
County. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said he 
opposes the business 
license requirement 
because, in its current 
form, it isn’t fair. 

The business license 
requirement and insur¬ 
ance premium tax 
were created in 1987 in 
an effort to raise non¬ 
property tax funds for 
county government. 

The insurance tax is 
largely set aside to fund 
the county’s obligation 
to house and care for 
prisoners and fund the 
county jailer’s office, 
and represents roughly 
15 percent of the coun¬ 


ty’s total revenue. 

The business license 
tax, which is based on 
how many employees 
a business has, gener¬ 
ates roughly $70,000, 
but is only marginally 
enforced and difficult to 
collect. 

Last year, the coun¬ 
ty’s code enforcement 
officer did spot checks 
on US 127 Bypass and 
found that nearly 
half of the businesses 
checked did not have a 
county license. 

The license was last 
updated in 2008, and 
penalties were added for 
those who failed to get a 
license each year. 

Those penalties 
angered a number of 
business owners, who 


claimed they knew 
nothing of the ordi¬ 
nance and were forced 
to pay hundreds of dol¬ 
lars in late charges. 

They complained 
to the fiscal court last 
year, prompting Conway 
to say he wanted to do 
away with it. 

Asked Monday what 
he expects will happen 
next, Conway said the 
fiscal court will have to 
re-examine what it can 
do and try to improve on 
the business license tax. 

“I still don’t think it’s 
fair the way it’s set up,” 
Conway said. “We’re 
going to keep looking at 
this.”

According to City Attor¬ 
ney Robert Myles, the Code 
Enforcement Board spent 
about two and half hours last 
Tuesday night reviewing the 
civil offense citation against 
property owners John and 
Joann Bain of Mount Eden, 
listed as the owners of 618 
North Main St. in Lawrence¬ 


burg. 

Code Enforcement officer 
Tom Bond issued a notice on 
the Main Street property on 
July 18, 2012, and the property 
owners were cited for four 
city and zoning nuisance vio¬ 
lations on Nov. 19,2012. 

The code enforcement offi¬ 
cer, according to the board’s 
citation documents, found the 
property to be in violation of 


two city ordinances: one for 
the accumulation of “general 
rubbish” and one for inopera¬ 
tive equipment and tractor, 
trailer parts stored on the 
property, as well as two zoning 
ordinances: duty of mainte¬ 
nance of private property and 
exterior storage of non-operat¬ 
ing or non-licensed vehicles. 

The Bains were cited with 
four continuing civil offense 


violations over a total 124 days 
from July 2012 to November 
2012, with each day constitut¬ 
ing a separate violation. 

The Bains requested a 
hearing regarding the viola¬ 
tions in December 2012, Myles 
said, with the property own¬ 
ers’ legal counsel, attorney 
Nathan Goins, asking for 
more time to contest the code 
enforcement board’s viola¬ 
tions. 

Myles said their attorney 
represented the property 
owners at the Feb. 12 hearing 
in front of the Code Enforce¬ 
ment Board. 

According to Kentucky 
statue, a city ordinance con¬ 
tested by the property owner 
carries a minimum $25 pen¬ 
alty for each day’s violation. 

A contested zoning ordi¬ 
nance violation carries a mini¬ 
mum penalty of $20 for each 


day’s violations. 

If the code enforce¬ 
ment board had levied the 
maximum, contested penalty 
against the property own¬ 
ers, the board could have 
imposed a maximum penalty 
of $173,000 for the offenses, 
according to the code enforce¬ 
ment citation. 

The Code Enforcement 
Board stated it would waive 
all violation fines if the prop¬ 
erty owners came into compli¬ 
ance with the city and zoning 
nuisance ordinances within 
the next 45 days. 

“The absolute point of the 
board is not to provide funds 
for the city,” Myles said. 

The Bain’s attorney, Nathan 
Goins, could not be reached 
for comment as of press time.

Frankfort Regional offers new approach to hip replacement

Frankfort Regional Medi¬ 
cal Center orthopedic sur¬ 
geon, Joseph Dobner, MD, now 
offers patients requiring hip 
replacement surgery a new 
approach with a specially 
designed hana table the hos¬ 
pital recently purchased, the 
hospital announced in a news 
release. 

The hana table is a spe¬ 
cially designed surgical table 
that allows for hyperexten¬ 
sion, adduction and external 
rotation of the hip to an 
extent not possible with con¬ 
ventional tables. 

While utilizing the table, 
Dobner is able to replace the 
hip without detachment of 
the muscles or tendons from 


the hip or thigh bones. 

Approximately 375,000 
Americans undergo hip 
replacement surgery each 
year. This number is expected 
to almost double over the 
next 25 years due in part to 
the aging of the population. 
Most hip replacement surger¬ 
ies are performed to relieve 
the pain and disability caused 
by severe arthritis, according 
to the news release. 

“My goal, as an ortho¬ 
pedic surgeon, is to reduce 
the debilitating pain from 
the patient’s arthritis and 
improve their quality of life,” 
said Dobner. 

“Utilizing the anterior 
approach with high quality 
hip replacement implants, 


our patients should expect 
a more rapid recovery with 
fewer restrictions.” 

With the anterior 
approach, a small 4-inch inci¬ 
sion is made just below and 
to the outside of the groin. 
Two muscles are then pushed 
aside, giving Dobner access to 
the hip socket to perform the 
replacement. 

No muscles at any time 
during the procedure are split 
or detached. For the patient, 
that results in a faster recov¬ 
ery, less pain, smaller incision, 
less blood loss and less scar¬ 
ring. 

Patients receiving anterior 
hip replacement experience 
none of the precautions 
related to traditional hip 


replacement, including no 
post-operative dislocation 
precautions, no restriction 
of post- operative activity, 
immediate use of normal toi¬ 
let height, no post-operative 
abduction pillow (between 
the knees) required, cross legs 
as desired, and no shoe lift 
requirements. 

The rehabilitation pro¬ 
cess is much faster with the 
anterior approach compared 
to the traditional posterior 
approach because the mus¬ 
cles are not traumatized dur¬ 
ing the anterior approach to 
the hip. 

Patients are able to get up 
and walk with the use of a 
walker much easier and most 
progress to a cane within two 


to three weeks. Most patients 
are walking independently 
without the use of a cane 
with four to five weeks and 
are able to return to their 
normal activities shortly 
thereafter which is about 
twice as fast as the traditional 
posterior approach.

50 YEARS AGO 
Feb. 21,1963 

Fire broke out during Sun¬ 
day morning worship at Pen¬ 
nys Chapel Methodist Church 
on Leathers Road. The church, 
located about 15 miles from 
Lawrenceburg, was destroyed 
by the blaze about 11:30 a.m., 
according to Ezra Drury, a dea¬ 
con. 

Fire broke out around the 
flue in the sanctuary leading 
to the discovery that the entire 
attic was afire. Onis Peach saw 
the fire under the roof and 
around the chimney. A new 
roof was placed on that side of 
the church the previous fall. 
There were three coal stoves in 
the church but only one was in 
use. 

About 30 members, attend¬ 
ing services conducted by Pas¬ 
tor William Pearson of Mercer 
County, left the building. No 
one was injured. 

The 55-year-old church was 
dedicated in September 1908 
and consisted of one large 
room. Mrs. E.L. Gregory said 
construction was begun in 
March and finished in June. 
Her father was the contrac¬ 
tor and builder of the church. 
Assisting him were W. B. Gillis, 
George Kays, Bill Dedman, Ed 
Murphy, Tom and F. B. Gillis. 

Church members had no 
way to fight the fire but were 
able to save all the pews, the 
pulpit furniture, a piano and 
other miscellaneous articles 
including Venetian blinds. One 
piano, directly under the flue, 


was lost. Several pews were 
damaged in moving them. 

The loss was estimated at 
$8,000 and was partially cov¬ 
ered by insurance. 

The pastor and deacons of 
the church — Charlie Drury, 
Guy Carey, Raymond Peach 
and Ezra Drury — met Sunday 
afternoon and made plans for 
rebuilding the church. There 
were 70 members on the 
church roll. 

Ezra Drury said that the con¬ 
gregation would worship at the 
Rutherford School building 
until the structure could be 
replaced.

She’s 
careful to pray before 
meals and keeps a fam¬ 
ily altar in her home. 

When she learns that 
she’s been nominated 
for Catholic Woman of 
the Year, she’s surprised, 
but she’s also honored 
and desperately eager to 
win. One of the “prizes” 
that comes with the title 


is a prayer of absolution 
— forgiveness for all 
her sins. She especially 
wants this, even more 
than the title and any 
accolades that come 
with it. 

One of the criteria 
for winning the award 
is having an upstanding 
family that exemplifies 
Catholic values. How¬ 
ever, Eileen’s family has 
a few areas that may 
exclude her from being 
Catholic Woman of the 
Year. Her unmarried 
pregnant daughter is 
marrying a woman, and 
her son is cheating on 
his wife, whom Eileen 
had pressured him to 
marry in the first place 
because she was preg¬ 
nant. The dad of the 
family is a recovering 
alcoholic. 

The story follows 
Eileen’s painful emo¬ 
tional struggle as she 
tries to reconcile her 
real family situation 
with the family she 
thinks she needs to pres¬ 
ent to the nominating 
committee. 

Her daughter had 
previously kept her 


relationship and her 
pregnancy a secret from 
Eileen because she was 
afraid of her mom’s 
judgment and disap¬ 
proval. When Eileen 
learns of it she begins 
lying, saying that her 
daughter is dating a 
nice Catholic man. She 
lies about her son’s mar¬ 
riage, saying it’s fine, 
which is difficult for 
Eileen since lying is a 
sin. 

Eventually, Eileen’s 
husband leaves because 
he can’t stand the pres¬ 
sure. Eileen is putting 
pressure on the family 
to be something they’re 
not, including him. He’s 
been sober 15 years, yet 
Eileen treats him as if 
he’s still drunk. 

Throughout the 
whole movie I wanted 
to ask Eileen, “Why 
are you putting your¬ 
self and your family 
through all this agony 
just to win a title? 
Shouldn’t your religious 
devotion be because you 
love serving God and 
not because you want to 
win an award?” 

Another woman at 


Eileen’s church is also 
nominated, and her 
family appears to be far 
“better” than Eileen’s. 
Her record of church 
and community work is 
also more impressive. 

But Eileen wants it 
more, deeply, desper¬ 
ately more. It’s not until 
her daughter suffers a 
miscarriage and Eileen 
confesses a secret of 
her own that what’s 
behind her desperation 
is revealed. 

Years earlier, when 
her son and daughter 
were young and her 
husband was still drink¬ 
ing, she discovered she 
was pregnant with a 
third child — and her 
husband said he had 
fallen in love with some¬ 
one else. 

She aborted the baby 
and had lived with 
secret, agonizing guilt 
ever since. She didn’t 
even tell her husband. 

As the time for the 
award presentation 
nears, Eileen writes a 
letter to the nominat¬ 
ing committee. Her 
letter isn’t a glowing 
list of her accomplish¬

ments and reasons why 
she should be Catholic 
Woman of the Year, but 
a confession of her real¬ 
ity, her sin and her fault 
in her family’s dysfunc¬ 
tion. 

The day of the 
awards luncheon arrives 
and Eileen is alone at 
her table — her family 
never shows up. With a 
look that says, “Why am 
I doing this?” she walks 
out only to see her fami¬ 
ly in the parking lot. She 
ends up reconciling with 
them and does actually 
win Catholic Woman of 
the Year — and the abso¬ 
lution of her sins. 

As movies go, it 
wasn’t great, and the 
theology was Hollywood 
and not biblical — abso¬ 
lution isn’t achieved by 
winning it as a prize, 


but simply by faith in 
Christ, available to any¬ 
one who believes and 
asks. 

What I found most 
true about the movie 
was Eileen’s turmoil 
over wanting to be per¬ 
fect, because she felt she 
had to atone for her own 
sin. That’s what drove 
her. That’s what drives 
many of us. 

It’s when we stop try¬ 
ing to be perfect and 
admit we’re not but 
Jesus is, that’s when we 
find absolution. We can¬ 
not bear our own sin, 
but Jesus already has.

THE EKKLISIA 

The term “church” is a translation of the Greek 
word ekklisia . which means “to call out. ” The term 
can refer to any called out body of people for any 
reason. But, from the spiritual side it is the called out 
body of believers in Christ. This calling out is 
through the gospel and the blood of Christ (2 Thess. 
2:14; 1 Peter 2:9-10). This body of Christ is made up 
of all baptized into Christ, to those who have been 
saved and added to this body (Acts 2:38, 47). 

The Lord’s church is spoken of in prophecy (Daniel 
2:44; Isa. 2:2-3). It was presented in preparation 
(Matt. 3:1-2). It was also promised by Christ (Matt. 
16:18) and finally presented complete in (Acts 2:47). 

One becomes a part of this ekklisia by simply 
obeying that form of doctrine that has been 
presented (Romans 6:17-18) Simply stated, it 
involves Faith (John 8:24; Heb. 11:6), Repentance 
(Luke 13:3, 5; Acts 17:30-31), Confession of Christ 
(Romans 10:9-10; Acts 8:37) and Immersion in 
water for the remission of sins (Acts 2:38; Acts 
22:16). 

When one completes the following of these truths, 
he is then added to the ekklisia, the body of Christ, 
by the Lord (Acts 2:47).

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Winnin 
region is 
toughest task 

Some variables can be 
controlled, others can't 

I t might be the most difficult 
task in team sports. 

We’re talking about win¬ 
ning a regional high school 
championship in a one-and- 
done tournament. 

Both Anderson 
County High School 
basketball teams 
were set to begin 
their respective 
quests for the big 
regional trophy and 
a Sweet 16 berth 
Tuesday night at 
Collins High School 
in Shelby ville. 

The Lady 
Bearcats were 
heavily-favored to 
dispatch of Spencer County and 
move on to Friday’s district final 
and next week’s Eighth Region 
tournament. 

The Bearcat boys were also 
favored, but only slightly, and 
were expecting a dogfight with 
one of only three teams to have 
beaten them in the regular sea¬ 
son. If the Bearcats won, they 
also cleared the first hurdle in 
the monumental task. 

There are some that believe 
getting to the Final Four in the 
NCAA tournament is the tough¬ 
est job in sports, but as difficult 
as that is, I believe it is a little 
brother to the high schools. 

Several years ago, I had the 
privilege to meet and interview 
Indiana legend Bobby Plump. 

If you don’t know that name, 
think Jimmy Chitwood. 

Plump led his tiny Milan 
High School to the Indiana state 
championship in 1954. The Indi¬ 
ans defeated Muncie Central 
in the finals when Plump hit a 
jump shot in the closing seconds. 
The story inspired the movie 
“Hoosiers” although Plump said 
the movie was largely fiction. 

He believed, as I do, that 
winning a high school regional 
tournament is the toughest task 
in sports. In fact, I have heard 
many state tournament partici¬ 
pants say getting to the Sweet 16 
is tougher than winning it, once 
you are there. 

As Bobby Plump told me, 
a team has to defeat its rivals, 
meaning the teams that are 
closest and want to beat you 
the most. Milan had to defeat 
Versailles High, a team it had 
beaten three times by a total 
of 14 points, in the sectional 
tourney, Indiana’s equivalent of 
Kentucky’s districts. 

That is what makes it so 
tough. When the NCAA tips 
off next month, the first-round 
opponent is likely someone you 
might have seen on TV or heard 
about, but that’s it. You won’t hit 
a conference foe until the third 
round, at the earliest. 

“Teams know you like they 
know the back of their hand. 
They know everything you do,” 
Anderson coach Glen Drury 
told me after winning the 2009 
Eighth Region title. His team 
had beaten Shelby County for 
the third time, needing a buzz¬ 
er-beating shot from C.J. Penny. 

After Jan. 1, it almost 
becomes a game to see which 
regional coaches show up at 
games to get a look at you. One 
Anderson coach -1 won’t say 
who or which team - confided 
to me recently that he had seen 
a possible post-season foe “six or 
seven times” this year. 

Another reason it is so tough 
is that we are talking about kids. 
They are human beings. There 
will be days when the goal 
appears as wide as the Atlantic 
Ocean and others where it looks 
like the eye of a needle. 

Then there is the luck fac¬ 
tor. It might be in the form of 
a great draw. It might be in the 
way the ball bounces or getting 
a crucial call go your way when 
it could go either way. 

All a team can do is go out, 
leave everything on the floor 
and let it all shakeout. 

And, of course, hope that it 
will be enough to navigate the 
tournament waters.

Bearcats falter in regular-season finale 


'We didn't play with 
any execution at all'

FRANKFORT - Anderson 
County can only hope one 
of the possible reasons for 
the Bearcats’ 
performance 
at Franklin 
County Fri¬ 
day night was 
correct. 

“We are 
anxious to 
play in the post-season,” 
longtime Anderson boys’ 
basketball coach Glen Drury 
said moments after his team 
had suffered a 79-71 whip¬ 
ping from Franklin County 
in the regular season finale. 

Indeed it was a season 
with a level of success 


that few expected. But at 
the same time, a loss to a 
Franklin team that finished 
8-15 was not exactly what a 
team that finished 20-3 with 
designs on a regional cham¬ 
pionship would prescribe. 

Mostly, the disappoint¬ 
ment stemmed from the 
perception that the team 
wearing the Anderson red 
Friday night was on much 
different than the one that 
had captured 20 wins for the 
fifth time in the program’s 
last seven years. A team that 
had been hitting shots from 
the field at just over 46 per¬ 
cent, the Bearcats sank just 
40 percent Friday. 

More telling was the fact 
that Franklin hit on half of 
its 60 shots, or 10 percentage 
points better than oppo¬ 
nents had been hitting from

Anderson celebrates 
historic season 
with closing victory

FRANKFORT - Finally, 
Anderson County could 
celebrate.

Bearcats avoid Senior Night trap with win over KCD 


Linzy a bright spot 
for Anderson

The trap had been set 
for Anderson County 
last Tuesday. 

It was Senior Night 
for Bearcat basketball, a 
time when emotions can 
run rampant and get the 
best of any team. 

A starting guard, 
sophomore Austin 
Cummins, who had led 
Anderson in scoring for 
much of the month of 
February, used crutches 
to hobble to the end of 
the Bearcat bench and 
stayed there the whole 
game after a possible 
knee injury. 

Most of all, another 
set of Bearcats, these 
hailing from Kentucky 
Country Day School in 
Louisville, had come 
to town. Despite being 
dwarfed by their much 
more powerful basket¬ 
ball neighbors, Ander¬ 
son coach Glen Drury 
had warned sticking to 


the task at hand, beating 
a team that was better 
than its reputation. 

“There is no doubt 
our focus was not there. 
The energy level was 
there but our focus was 
not,” Drury said. “I kept 
telling the kids, ‘Don’t be 
surprised by how good 
they are.’” 

It might have taken 
Anderson two quarters 
to completely buy into 
Drury’s warning. Ander¬ 
son rallied from a 28-25 
halftime deficit to post 
a 62-49 win in the home 
finale. 

Anderson improved 
to 20-2, the fifth time in 
seven years the Bearcats 
have captured at least 
20 victories. 

Yet, Anderson did not 
take the lead for good 
until Austin Linzy’s 
layup put Anderson in 
front 36-35 inside the 
final minute of the 
third quarter. 

“I wanted to do what¬ 
ever it took,” Linzy said. 
“I got the ball and was 
aggressive. The ball just 
went in.” 


“It was just one of 
those plays. In the game 
of basketball, there are 
so many 50-50 chances 
you have to cume up 
with those,” Drury said. 
“I thought Austin Linzy 
was one of our bright 
spots.” 

Fittingly, Linzy’s play 
came exactly in the 
middle of a decisive 10-0 
run that put Anderson 
in control.

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the field. Par of that 
was shoddy defense by 
the Bearcats, part was 
the result of turnovers, 
which Franklin convert¬ 
ed into runouts. 

“We didn’t play with 
any execution at all,”

Section 1: That the City 
Council for Lawrenceburg, 
Kentucky hereby finds 
that the area proposed for 
annexation is presently 
adjacent to the boundar¬ 
ies of the City and was so 
at the time the annexation 
proceedings began; and is 
suitable for development 
for urban purposes without 
unreasonable delay. 

Section 2: That all of 
the Fee Simple owners of 
the territory to be annexed 
have provided the City with 
their written consent to the 
proposed annexation. 

Section 3: That the 
City Council for Law¬ 
renceburg, Kentucky 
does hereby annex that 
certain territory or parcel 
of real properly, contain¬ 
ing 8.05 acres; which is 
located within the County 
of Anderson; which adjoins 
the present boundary of the 
City of Lawrenceburg; and 
which is commonly known 
as the “American Legion 
Park Property.”. 

Section 4: That the 
territory annexed hereby 
and described herein 
is presently zoned B-1- 
Neighborhood/General 
Business District, under the 
ordinances, rules and regu¬ 
lation of the Lawrenceburg/ 
Anderson County Joint 
Planning Commission. 

Section 5: That upon 
the enactment of this 
Ordinance, the territory 
described herein shall be 
a part of the City of Law¬ 
renceburg for all purposes.

AN ORDINANCE 
ESTABLISHING A JOINT 
CODE ENFORCEMENT 
-NUISANCE BOARD 
FOR THE CITY OF 
LAWRENCEBURG 
2013-002 
SUMMARY 
WHEREAS, it is the 
desire of the City Council of 
the City of Lawrenceburg, 
Kentucky to fully utilize the 
authority granted in KRS 
65.8801 to 65.8839 and 
KRS 82.705 to 82.725 by 
creating a joint City of Law¬ 
renceburg Code Enforce¬ 
ment-Nuisance Board. 

NOW THEREFORE 
be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Law¬ 
renceburg as follows: 

Pursuant to KRS 
65.8801 to KRS 65.8839 
and KRS 82.700 to 82.725 
the City of Lawrenceburg 
has created a joint Code 
Enforcement-Nuisance 
Board with jurisdiction to 
enforce those City ordi¬ 
nances and code provi¬ 
sions classified as “Nui¬ 
sance” ordinances under 
Chapter 92 and City ordi¬ 
nances which have been 
classified as “civil offenses” 
pursuant to KRS 65.8808 
or which otherwise spe¬ 
cifically provide for Code 
Enforcement and Nuisance 
Board enforcement. 

Pursuant to Section 
39.08 enforcement pro¬ 
ceedings before the Board 
shall only be initiated by the 
issuance of a citation by a 
Code Enforcement Officer. 
The Officer is authorized 
to issue a citation by: (1) 
Personal service to the 
alleged violator. (2) Leav¬ 
ing a copy of the citation 
with any person eighteen 
(18) years of age or older 
who is on the premises, if 
the alleged violator is not 
on the premises at the time 
the citation is issued; or 

(3) Posting a copy of the 
citation in a conspicuous 
place on the premises and 
mailing a copy by regular 
first-class mail of the United 
States Postal Service to 
the owner of record of the 


property if no one is on the 
premises at the time the 
citation is issued. 

Pursuant to Section 

39.11 (A) the civil penalty 
for an uncontested violation 
shall be as is set forth in 
the “penalty” section of the 
individual ordinance and if 
none is therein established, 
shall be $10 - $100 for a 
First Offense: $30 - $300 
for a Second Offense; $90 - 
$900 for a Third Offense. 

Pursuant to Section 

39.11 (B) the civil penalty 
for contested violations, 
where a hearing is held, 
shall be as is set forth in 
the “penalty” section of the 
individual ordinance and if 
none is therein established, 
shall be $20 - $200 for a 
First Offense: $60 - $600 
for a Second Offense; 
$180 - $1,800 for a Third 
Offense. 

Pursuant to Section 

39.11 (C) each section of a 
code or ordnance violated 
shall constitute a separate 
offense subject to fine. If 
two (2) or more sections 
of a code or ordinance are 
violated, the fines shall be 
cumulative and may be 
enforced under the same 
citation. Each day’s contin¬ 
ued violation shall consti¬ 
tute a separate offense. 

Section 39.12 LIEN, 
COSTS, AND FEES. 

(A) Nuisance Viola¬ 
tions. (i). The city shall 
possess a lien on property 
owned by the person found 
by a final nonappealable 
order of the Board, or final 
judgment of court, to have 
violated an ordinance or 
code, for all fines assessed 
for the violation and for all 
charges, fees, and abate¬ 
ment costs incurred by the 
city in enforcing this sub¬ 
chapter, including adminis¬ 
trative hearing costs of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
per hearing requested or 
held. 

(ii) . The lien shall be 
recorded in the office of the 
Anderson County Clerk and 
shall constitute notice to all 
persons from recording and 
shall bear interest at the 
judgment rate until paid. 
The lien shall take prece¬ 
dence over all other liens, 
except state, county school 
board, and city taxes, and 
may be enforced by judicial 
proceedings. 

(iii) . In addition to the 
remedy prescribed in sub¬ 
section (i.) of this section, 
the person found to have 
committed a violation of 
this subchapter a shall 
be personally liable for all 
fines and costs assessed 
or incurred by the city in 
connection with the viola¬ 
tion. The city may bring 


a civil action against the 
violator and shall have the 
all remedies provided for 
the recovery of debt. 

(B) Other Code Viola¬ 
tions. 

(i.) The city shall pos¬ 
sess a lien on property 
owned by the person found 
by a final, nonappealable 
order of the board, or by a 
final judgment of the court, 
to have violated an ordi¬ 
nance or code, for all fines 
assessed for the violation 
and for all charges and 
fees incurred by the city 
in enforcing this subchap¬ 
ter, including administra¬ 
tive hearing costs of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
per hearing requested or 
held. . 

(ii.) The lien shall be 
recorded in the office of the 
Anderson County Clerk. 
And shall constitute notice 
to all persons from record¬ 
ing and shall bear interest 
at the judgment rate until 
paid. The lien shall take 
precedence over all other 
subsequent liens, except 
state, county, school board, 
and city taxes, and may 
be enforced by judicial pro¬ 
ceedings. 

(iii.) In addition to the 
remedy prescribed in sub¬ 
section (i), the person found 
to have committed the vio¬ 
lation shall be personally 
responsible for the amount 
of all fines assessed for 
the violation and for all 
charges and fees incurred 
by the city in connection 
with the enforcement of the 
ordinance. The city may 
bring a civil action against 
the person and shall have 
the same remedies as pro¬ 
vided for the recovery of 
a debt.
